ANTS SCORN
POISON WHEN
FOODS NEAR

Are ants “walking away” with
house?

Those indefatigable insects are
troublesome at this season
of the year espccially the Ar-
gentine  ant - and many peeple
are complaining that poison ant

According to C. V. Castle, act:
ing farm advisor in this county,
it is truc that when ants have al
wide choice of food they may re-
fuse to eat very much ant sy
and yet whilc this does not

that ant syrups are not eff
when used at the proper time.
He says:

Weak Arsenicals Effective

“Pra Iy all the ant syrups
and other poisons will kill ants|
if they can be induced to (m‘f
poison baits. But as lohg as suck-|
ing insects are plentiful and the
ants have plenty of honeydew cr.
which to feed, they may refuse
to eat the poison ant sytups you
put out. Perhaps the most ef-
feetive time to put out poisons
for ants is early or late in the
year when food is scarce.

& may also say that the
control of ants must always be|
combined with thé control of|
sucking insects. The insects are
hard to control without Kkilling
the ants, and the ants are hard
to poison unless you kill tie)
sucking insects. Usually there
is a period when the sucking
insects arc not numerous and|
then is the best time to put out
the poison ant cans.

“Weak arsenicals are effective|
because the worker ants will
take the poison down to the|
nests and feed it to the queens,
thus preventing reproduction,
Strong arsenicals will kill the
worker ants eating the material,

but will probably not be v:arrledl

down to the nest.
Can Gas Colonies

“For stinging red ants and
similar kinds which have distinet
nests, you may be able to use
calcium cyanide effectively. This
poison has to be used cautio sly
to avoid accidents to people and
animals.

“A small amount of the ma-
terial placed in the entrance to
a colony of ants and the surface
covered over will result in the
formation of a poisonous gas
that should gas the whole col-
ony.

“Argentine ants are not sub-
ject to control in this way, be-
cause they do not have distinct
nests where this gas can be used
effectivel, Castle concludes,
